)u that day (lie bill in equity filed by Frank 
Veckerly, a stockholder, to which reference 
wns made in the GAYVTIR last week, occupied 
he attention of the Court. All the members 
of the Bar and many prominent business 
men were present. 
Mr. Weakerly sought to 


restrain the company from paying William 
Fenks Fell, one of the promoters of the road, 
and Thomas F. Deegiin, the contractor, who

successful, Full withdrawing his claim after

The Doyleatown Republican 
secured the contract on a bid of $224, the 
other bidders being the Intelligencer and 
Democrat, which bid $245 and $253.75 re- 
spectively, it is an immense job to print 
.he ballots for the various districts ot the 
county, and none of the bids named would 
make a printer rich. While the taxpayers 
of the county may be the gainers by this 
system of letting work it is questionable 
whether printers have not cut off their own 
noses to spite the rest of their facial anatomy 
n this printing business. Teats ago it was 
customary to give out the publio printing to 
he paper representing the party in power, 
jut with new journals in the field the disap- 
pointed papers have insisted upon the con- 
Tact system with the result that the county 
work is not worth having at prevailing prices. 
While undue extravagance should be prompt- 
ly checked there is little reason why those 
mpcrs which support the party loyally 
should be put on a pur with mugwumps or 
opposition papers. 
The injustice of the 


present policy becomes apparent when 
viewed in this lighl. For example, the 
GAZETTE, which is a loyal paity parly, re 
ceives less consideration at the hands of the 
Republican Commissioners than the Doyles. 
town Democrat, which was openly arrayed 
against them. The Republican, after a hard 
fight for the county ticket, stands in the 
ranks with the Intelligencer, which did 
nothing for the ticket elected. It is a pity 
that there 'is BO little professional pride 
among the newspaper men of the county in 
this direction. 
The matter will or at least 


should resolve itself into a plain, business 
propositipn by concerted action on the part 
of loyal party papers, which should abandon 
all effort to secure public work, but charge 
candidates full advertising rates for every 
word published in their interest during a 
campaign. A good live newspaper performs 
ita whole duty to the public when it furnishes 
the news, and there is no reason why a 
newspaper man should become the advocate 
of any candidate without the same libera 
compensation lawyers or others receive tor 
their services. The latter dictate nomina- 
tions and demand concessions tot making a 
few stamp speeches to an" audience of per- 
haps 50 people, while this newspaper man 
writes columns every week 16 be read by 
hundreds and ia some instanced thousands o 
voters. All the newspaper man asks IB fair 
but liberal compensation for his services 
and he ought to have it. 
He oan make n< 


eomplaint-to the public, however, for it ii 
men in his own profession who have placet 
him in the attitude of a snarling hanger-on 
glad of the few bines left for him to pic 
after the politicians have had their choice o 
better things.

LITTLE THINGS. 


The Humming up of the little things in a 


man's life reveal his true character. Hie 
minor actions, rather than his outward pro- 
fessions, are the manifestation of the motives 
that impel his performance. 
The big things 


he does may he actuated by purposes foreign 
to the natural bent of his character, lie may 
pose as a'pbilanthiopist, not fiomariy love of 
humanity, but for a craving for the approval 
of the public. 
He may expound the moral 


law from the pulpit auil exhort his hearers 
to shun vice and eschew evil, but under- 
neath bis sacerdotal robes a vile heart may 
be concealed. 
He may as a politician in- 


dulge in flights of eloquence and plead the 
cause of the distressed and oppressed with 
seemly fervor and apparent sincerity and 
yet be a grasping, unfeeling villian; and so 
through all the ramifications oflife it is of- 
ten to be found that the cloak of hypocrisy 
hides from view the mean and ignoble quali- 
ties that abide in men. 


Therefore we look not to an obtrusive per- 


formance to disclose the hidden mainsprings 
of action. The little touches of character 
that unconsciously crop out show up the 
real man with far more distinctness than 
when he is "living up to bis position" in 
life. 


This is also true in social life. There are 


many people who wish to be considered so- 
cially of more importance than they really 
are. 
They want the community in which 


they move and have their being to think that 
they are more highly educated, have more 
distinguished anoesfors, have more influen- 
tial friends, or possess more wi'alth than is 
really the case. They act up to their chosen 
ambitions as closely as they can, but the 
little things which they continually say or 
do puts the distinguishing mark upon them 
by which they may be known at their true 
value, as surely as if they were branded 
with a hot iron. 


Conversational ability is a severe test of 


personal worth. By this it is not meant 
that a loquacious talker is superior to a com- 
paratively silent one. It is often the reveise. 
Language, said to have been invented to con- 
ceal thought, while it may do that, often ex- 
poses the ignorance, the vulgarity and the 
boorishness of the speaker. 
Illustrations 


need not be given, they will come to the 
mind of any thinking person. Just as tke 
twang given in the pronunciation of a woid 
fixes the location of the habitation of the 
speaker iu many cases, so the expressions 
used, the colloquialisms, the slang, we are 
told some slang is proper, fixes the status 
of the speaker iu society's realm. Convetsa- 
tion, while k is the friend and upholder of 
genius, is the foe and detective of pretenders. 


There are other traits that could be men- 


tioned that are apt to disclose a person's tr'ue 
inwardness. The habits formed iu youth, 
under the guiding hand of parents and as- 
sociates stick closer than a brother in after 
years. The niceties of refinement and culture, 
the unwritten Iowa of pure and unaffected 
decorum, are not to be acquired by those 
whose tastes are coarse, whose habits are 
vulgar and whose manners are uncouth. 


WHAT WILL WE HAVE? 


THE M'CARRELL BILL.* 


The Senate passed the MoCarrell bill yes- 


erday by a vote of 28 to 17. The Quay 
laters are making all possible objections to 
he passage of the bill, as it is well conceived 
hat its provisions will enable the paneling 
if a fair jury in Philadelphia when Quay 
will be on trial for alleged conspiracy. The 
aw which the MoCarrell bill seeks to abolish 
ihould have been repealed years ago, and 
he only claims made for its retention have 
leen that with its aid in packing juries it 
was possible to convict the Molly Maguires 
and the Homestead rioters. 


For the benefit of those who do not clearly 


understand why this bill should become a 
aw we will state that it is the practice in 
this Slate to permit the District Attorney to 
stand aside jurors in misdemeanor and felony 
cases without assigning any reason therefor, 
while at the same time he enjoys the right to 
wremptorily challenge four jurors, which 
alter right alone the defendant has. After 
rhe defence has exhausted its four challenges 
the District Attorney can stand aside the en- 
tire panel of jurors one at a time, and from 
those stood aside he can, if he choose, select 
a jury composed entirely of the enemies ol 
,be party at trial. 


It is nn old English law, left on this State's 


statute books, and is seldom employed in the 
selection of jurcro. The friends of Senator 
Quay, learning that it was intended to take 
advantage of this law in the trial of the con- 
spiracy oases in Philadelphia, are now trying 
to repeal ii, and the first battle was fought 
yesterday, when the repeal bill passed the 
Senate by a vote of 28 ayes to 17 noes. There 
was a spirited debate in the Senate before its 
passage. Senator McCarrell, for the Quay 
majority, contended that the old law was un- 
just and unfair—a relic of barbarism tha 
had been wiped out by every other State in 
the Union. He read letters from Judges am 
attorneys denouncing the "King's law," am 
said thut under it no man could get a jus 
trial.

It is of vital importance that this committee 
shall discharge its duties honestly, conscien- 
tiously and in a manner which will biing 
about the change which the Republican 
voters of this county demand. There has 
been many expressions of a lack of confidence 
that any good results will come from this 
committee, but we are loath to believe thus, 
and see no reason why this committee should 
tot do that for which it was appointed.

lannot believe otherwise until convinced by 
lonclusive evidence. 


Tho most important matter and fhe first 


hing to be considered, of course, is the kind 
f system to be employed. There are really 
nit two principles to which we can change- 
he Crawford, which is familiar to all, and 
he delegate system, each with various mod- 
ticalions and edditions. From a superficial 
view the former seems the most attractive to 
the voter who desires only that the people 
.hall exercise a direct influence in making 
nominations, yet it is a fact that the Craw- 
ford County system is the most acceptable to 
those who are in the habit of dictating nomi- 
nations, simply because that system fur- 
nishes the best opportunities for defeating 
the will of the majority. 


In reply to an inquiry a member of the 


County Committee of Crawford wrote the 
GAZETTE that the people there were sick of 
the system and are seeking a change to the 
delegate system. Lebanon County is about 
to change from the Crawford to the delegate 
system. 


Under the Crawford County system a 


small plurality will nominate, and often a 
candidate of exceeding unpopularity will be 
nominated because the opposition has been 
cut up by practices which abound under this 
direct voting system. 


Our whole government is conducted upon 


the system of delegates, and it is doubtful 
after all if that can be improved upon. 


Again, if this committee decides upon the 


Crawford system, it will undoubtedly be 
knocked out at the convention where it .has 
to be ratified, because the people of Doyles- 
town and vicinity will gather hordes of men 
together on that day to defeat any proposi- 
tion which will do away with the profitable 
convention. Then we are left with the same 
old mass convention system. 


The committee, if it wishes to serve the 


people and not the "bosses," will carefully 
consider these matters. 


The Minnesota Legislature will put into 


operation a system of State aid, such as is 
in force in New Jersey, for the building of 
roads. In New Jersey and Mew York the 
cost of the building of the roads is divided 
between the state, the counties and local 
tax pavers iu the towns. The State of New 
Jersey is known far and wide for the excel- 
lence of its roods. Pennsylvania could fol- 
low the example with entire satisfaction to 
the people. 


The poor old Doylestown Intelligencer has

The fact that despite the lavish ex- 
penditure of money on the part of the 
opposition and the resorting to the 
most disgraceful tactics by the Wan- 
amakerltes Senator Quay's forces have 
remained Intact Is most gratifying to 
his friends. 
The senior senator has 


not been here to give personal attention 
to the direction of his canvass. He has 
been down in Washington looking after 
the Interests of his constituents.

The Democrats are most conspicuous 
In ottering bills which are calculated 
to give certain corporate interests con- 
cern before the session is over. The 
anti-trust bill, Introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hoy, 
of Clarion, 
provides 


that all combinations between persona 
or corporations with a view to lessen- 
ing full and free comoetitlon In tha 
gale and manufacture of articles, a* 
which tend to advance, reduce or con- 
trol the price or the cost to the con- 
sumer are declared to be against public 
policy and to be Illegal and void. Any 
corporation violating the provisions of 
this act shall forfeit Its charter. Se- 
vere penalties are provided for those 
who violate the provisions of the act. 
Some of the largest business Interests 
of thp state which have been 
com- 


bining to reduce the number of em- 
ployes and to control prices -will be 
affected by this bill. 


The .railroad companies come In for 


a full share of the new legislation, pro- 
posed. They will find this a more dif- 
ficult house to handle than manv of 
previous 
legislatures. 
Wanamaker 


made a severe attack on corporations 
In some of his speeches In the last cam- 
paign, and though his sincerity was 
doubted by many, yet he planted,the 
seed which bears fruit In the present 
agitation. 
The steam roads have 


fought the proposition tbat the trolley 
rtUlroads shall be given power to carry 
freight, express packages and mall. A 
bill giving the trolleys this right has 
been introduced in the house. It Is to 
be pushed by those interested in these 
roads, as Well as residents alone the 
lines who would like 'the conveniences 
that would be thus afforded. Another 
bill gives the trolley roads the right 
of eminent domain, the same as the 
steam roads. This, too, Is to be fought 
by the steam roads. Under the pres- 
ent laws a property owner in a -town- 
ship can block a trolley road that may 
be projected through "his property, and 
there is no redress. The proposed laws 
will provide for a jury to assess the 
amount of damage to tie paid to t 
property owner and -will provide tor the 
road to go ahead, without Interference.

An Illtiiola Farmer'* Invention Will 


Hxterminate the Peat*. 


Monroe Winfreo, a stock buyer of 


Nashville, Ilia, recently exhibited on 
the streets a machine of his own inven- 
tion which he guarantees will exter- 
minate that great ravager in the wheat 
and com and the bane of the farmer's 
life, the chinch bug. 


About ona year ago Winfree con- 


ceived the idea of inventing something 
that would relieve his crop of the pest, 
and succeeded in making a machine 
similar to an ordinary paint burner. 
Experiments were made with the ma- 
chine, which was found to do excellent 
work, and a patent right was secured 
and sold to a Chicago manufacturing 
concern. 


Hundreds of the chinch bug exter- 


minators were sold in this section of the 
country, and they proved, a great suc- 
cess. The inventor was not satisfied, 
however, and worked until he had per- 
fected a much better machine. The per- 
fected machine works on the same prin- 
ciple as the first one, two streams of 
fire issuing from iron funnels as in a 
paint burner. The tank holds five gal- 
lons of gasoline, and can be operated 
by a child. The burning of the insects 
on the growing grain does not affect it 
—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Opium. 


Like most of nature's products opium 


is classified in grades. The growers of 
India, in white turbans and gowns, sit 
in the blazing sun waiting for their 
opium to be sorted, when they go to 
market. The unripe poppy seed pod has 
been out into five times and the milky 
sap dried in the sun and kneaded into 
cakes, the best of which are covered 
with dried leaves, and thus brought to 
market. 


Opium of the first class must be 


tough, smooth and a rich brown shade, 
bitter to taste and strong of scent. 


In 1892 54 per cent of the suicides in 


India were from the use of opium, and 
one statistician credits 90 per cent of 
the women suicides to the same drug. 
However, twelve-thirteenths of the 
opium of India is sent to China for 
smoking. During Victoria's reign the 
Chinese have paid into the British 
treasury for Indian opium $1,250,000,- 
000. 


The Chinese government does all in 


its power to check the opium habit, the 
punishments common in the Chinese 
army for this habit being extreme. For 
the first offense "a man may have hit 
upper lip out, for the second he may be 
decapitated. For the last 60 years on 
an average a half ton of opium has been 
sent to China from India every hour.— 
Atlanta Constitution.

There ore some things that the French 


do infinitely better than the English, 
and one of them is the embellishment 
of their capital city. No absolute reason 
exists why London should not be as 
cheerful and beautiful as Paris. The 
difference in climate is small, and it is 
not wholly to the advantage of the 
French metropolis 
And if money be a 


consideration there is quite as much of 
that commodity in London as in Paris. 
Some statistics, however, which have 
just been published throw an interest- 
ing ray of light on the cost of keeping 
Paris bright and attractive. 


It appears that the title of Ville Lu- 


miere is not as well earned as one might 
imagine, seeing that there are bnt 52,- 
460 lanterns, more than half of which 
have but one burner each. The boule- 
vards and avennes are ornamented with 
86,400 trees, which is no mediocre feat 
to accomplish, considering the inhospi- 
table nature of the soil. They are to a 
large extent plane trees, which have 
been found more suitable than most 
other kinds. There are, however, .no less 
than 14,500 chestnut trees, whereas tht 
number of elms is still greater by 100.

scattered forest of Paris, and theii 
maintenance costs in round numbers 
$65,000 a year There are 8,300 seats in 
the streets and squares which cost tho 
weary foot passenger nothing, and n

IT KILLS CHINCH BUGS. 


An Illinois Farmer'* Invention 1£'J11 


Exterminate the Pelt*. 


Monroe Winfree, a stock buyer of 


Nashville, Ills., recently exhibited on 
the streets a machine of his own inven- 
tion which he guarantees will exter- 
minate that great ravager in the wheat 
and corn and the bane of the farmer's 
life, the chinch bug. 


About one year ago Winfree con- 


ceived the idea of inventing something 
that would relieve his crop of the pest, 
and succeeded in making a machine 
similar to an ordinary paint burner. 
Experiments were made with the ma- 
chine, which was found to do excellent 
work, and a patent right was secured 
and sold to a Chicago manufacturing 
concern. 


Hundreds of the chinch bug exter- 


minatora were sold in this section of the 
country, and they proved, a great suc- 
cess. The inventor was not satisfied, 
however, and worked until he had per- 
fected a much better machine. The per- 
fected machine works on the same prin- 
ciple as the first one, two streams of 
fire issuing from iron funnels as in a 
paint burner. The tank holds five gal- 
lons of gasoline, and can be operated 
by a child. The burning of the insects 
on the growing grain does not affect it. 
—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

For 
the first offense "a man may have hie 
upper lip ont, for the second he may be 
decapitated. For the la£t 60 years on 
an average a half ton of opium has been 
sent to China from India every hour.—

It appears that the title of Ville Ln- 


miere is not as well earned as one might 
imagine, seeing that there are but 53,- 
460 lanterns, more than half of which 
have but one burner each. The boule- 
vards and avenues are ornamented with 
86,400 trees, which is no mediocre feat 
to accomplish, considering the inhospi- 
table nature of the soil. They are to a 
large extent plane trees, which have 
been found more suitable than most 
other kinds. There are. however, no less 
than 14,500 chestnut trees, whereas tht 
number of elms is still greater by 100. 


This brotherhood of venerable trees, 


as Wordsworth would have termed the 
scattered forest of Paris, and then 
maintenance costs in round numbers 
$65,000 a year. There are 8,300 seats in 
the streets and squares which cost tho 
weary foot passenger nothing, and H 
very large number of supplementary" 
chairs which can be had for a penny.— 
London Telegraph.^
